not to drive it before. being 
repaired, He pleaded guilty 
to all charges and | was not

Schnabel at the Newport 
Police Station with Sentor 
Detective Coates and Detec- 
tive Bloomcap. He told him 
they wished to question him 
about property being stolen 
from cars in the Yarraville 
area.

Boxing. 

Back in 1929 the name 
Reilly was destined to be- 
come well known in the 
professional fight game. 
This was brought about 
firstly by a 17-year-older, 
Danny Webb, entering 
the boxing business un- 
der his mother’s maiden 


name, 

And the other family mem- 
ber was to become known as 
Terry Reilly, who later be- 
came the Victorian Light and 
Welterweight Champion. and 
also Australian Junior Welter 
and Australian Welter title 
holder. He is now referee at 
the West Melbourne Stadium 
(Festival Hall). 

Danny started his boxing 
career under the training of 
a well known tutor, Bill 
O'Brian at Newmarket. 

In his first fight which was 
a four rounder at the West 
Melbourne Stadium, Danny 
got away to a good start by 
winning the bout by a knock 
out. His second bout was 
against Spider Webb, whp 
became a Victorian Feather- 
weight Champion. The pair 
met OM No less than 18 other 
occasions. 

Being under the same 
management as the famous 
Jack Carroll, who was the 
Australian Welter Champion, 
afforded Danny the chance to 
Spar with and give boxing j 
exhibitions with a boxer | 
proved to be in world =| 

When Danny reached the 
16 round class, which were his | 
third, fourth and fifth see 
he met the ex-amateur Ivan 
Cousins who took the deci- 
Sion on each occasion. These 
three fights were close events 
and real crowd pleasers. 

It was when Danny was 
in the 10 round class and 
fighting the main event at 
Geelong, that his brother 
Terry entered the fight game. 
A boxer did not arrive for 
one of the four rounders and 
Terry filled in and won on 
a@ knock out only as a result 
of training with Danny to 
keep fit for bike riding. 

There was a second stadium 
operating at Fitzroy when 
Danny won his Victorian 
Featherweight title and it 
was there that he defeated 
Harry Summers for the 
championship. He later lost

the title to Harry Fields, who 
was @ top liner in his day. 
Danny had the privilege of 
fighting the last bout ever 
held at the Fitzroy Stadium. 
The bout was against Young 
Roberts who was after Danny’s 
Featherweight title on that 


night. 
Plenty of endurance was 
required on occasions by 


Danny, as during his career 
he was called upon to fight 
three bouts—all 12 rounders 
—over a period of five nights 


—Saturday, Monday and 
Wednesday. 
Throughout his boxing 


career, Danny had well over 
200 fights, and he did battle 
with most of the big names 
in his weight division. Some 
of these names would bring 
back memories to followers of 
the fight game—they were 
Micky Miller, Joe Hall and 
Snowy Clarke—each were 
Australian title holders in 
their turn; and there were 
many others in State title 
class to enter the ring with 
Danny, who had his last 
fight in 1943. He fought 
many of his opponents on 
more than one occasion, but 
found that Mickey Miller, who 
defeated him on a knockout 
in eight rounds, was one to 
avoid. 

Other champions to whom 
Danny was a sparring part- 
ner were Claude Varner, an 
American who fought here 
many times; Darkie Blandon, 
Australian Bantam champion; 
also Hockey Benneli and 
Bobby Fuller. who were Aus- 
tralian title holders.

Labour Party are disturbed at 
attempts made by the State 
Attorney-General to interfere 
with independence of our 
judiciary. 

Judicial officers in Victoria 
should be free to adjudicate 
in their Courts. They carry 
out their legal duties without 
fear or pressure from’ the 
Government--Mr. Rylah ap- 
pears to want to change this, 
Does he think he has the 
right to apply pressure? 

The safeguards of liberty 
reside within the competence 
of an independent judiciary. 
The judges must be inde- 
pendent of legislative and 
executive power as to the 
manner in which they dis- 
charged their duties. 

In the minds of the execu- 
tive, tribunals ought to be 
regarded as sacred places 
where unfortunate persons, 
the innocent, may find shel- 
ter, and receive an indepen- 
dent judgment. In Victoria 
the prestige of the judiciary 
was never higher, and if we 
are to retain the character of 
our judges, criticism of them 
by the executive must be 
brought to a standstill. We 
cannot afford to permit the 
impartiality of judges to be 
coerced by the executive. 

Quite recently a retiring 
Judge of the Supreme Court 
at his farewell, stressed to 
M.P.’s, including members 
of the government, that it 
is wrong to criticise judges. 

Only the judge is in a posi- 
tion to see the witnesses—to 
observe them—he has the 
whole background of the 
case, and he gave an example 
of a case in which he presi- 
ded. A lady was found guilty

of the manslaughter of her 
husband in most tragic cir- 
cumstances. He sfated that 
after a review of all the facts, 
he alowed her out on a bond 
of gool behaviour—that he 
had never heard of the lady 
since—he felt that he was 
entitled on the facts to 
temper justice with mercy, 
and stressed you mst know 
all the facts before you are 
able to judge people. 

The present Attorney- 
General has not hesitation 
whatever, when he feels 
annoyed, to crificise Her 
Majesty’s judiciary. 

The ((Age” (19/2/64) on a 
recent criticism by the Attor- 
ney-General had this to say— 

“Yesterlay’s public critic- 
ism by the Attorney-General 
(Mr. Rylah) of Judge 
Rapke of the County Court 
was a surprising departure 
from normal relations be- 
tween Government and the 
judiciary. Mr. Rylah is en- 
titled to hold an. opinion 
on Juge Rapke’s sentence 
in the case of the Queen 
versus Robert Edwards, 
but it is neither habit nor 
a wise thing to express it 
in the way he did.” 

In his answer to the in- 
temperance of the Attorney- 
Geneyal Judge Rapke had 
this to say—“Sit is not the 
function of a judge to crush 
men. Tt is nepessary,” he 
said, “to look at the whole 
circumstances of. a particu- 
lar case.” 

In the public interest it is 
most undesirable for contro- 
versies between the execu- 
tive and judiciary to take 
place. In many cases today, 
and indeed ‘in all criminal 
cases, the Crown is a party 
to the proceedings. If a mem- 
ber of the public—or a crimi- 
nal~are aggrieved by a 
judicial decision then they 
are entitled to appeal to a 
higher court. : 


But at the present the At- 
torney-General is indulging 
in a lot of cheap publicity, 
with the hope that it will 
break down the inlependence 
of the judiciary. If he con- 
siders the judge is in error— 
then let him appeal like any 
other person.. 


The merits of individual 
cases are for the judges— 
their whole professional life 
hag been spent in weighing 
evidence and applying their 
judgment to the facts in in- 
dividual cases. It little be- 
hoves Mr, Rylah to interfere 
With judicial officers.
